6  (a)  In  General.— Sections  1814(a)  and  1835(a)  of 

7  the  Social  Security  Act  (42  U.S.C.  1395f(a)  and  42 
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1  U.S.C.  1395n(a))  are  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  the 

2  following: 

3  'Tor  purposes  of  this  section,  an  individual  may  be 

4  considered  to  be  confined  to  his  home,  for  purposes  of  pay- 

5  ment  for  home  health  services  covered  under  this  title,  not- 

6  withstanding  the  individual's  absence  from  the  home, 

7  through  the  assistance  of  other  individuals  or  specialized 

8  transportation,  to  attend  an  adult  day  center,  regardless 

9  of  the  nature  or  frequency  of  the  attendance.  An  adult 

10  day  center  may  be  considered  an  individual's  home  for 

1 1  purposes  of  determining  whether  the  individual  is  entitled

13  1812(a)(3)  and  1832(a)(2).". 

14  (b)  Effectr^  DATE.-The  amendment  made  by 

15  subsection  (a)  shall  become  effective  with  respect  to 

16  pajonent  for  home  health  services  furnished  on  or  after 

17  January  1,  1994. 
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
